The saloon and brewer partner and the 
church member who rents his property 
for their business meets me withthe state- 
ment that somebody is going to keep this 
business and he cannot see why he sbould 
not share the profits. Yet he thinks me 
a fool when I teli him that since some- 
body is going to fill the prison and some- 
body will be killed, so why not he? 
These so-called justifications are not from 
the Christian heart."

PIETV AND PATRIOTÏSM. 

I.ove of God and love of country, or 
piety and patriotism are closely allied. 
The root of each is filial obedience. We 
love God because we are his sons and 
ought to love him. Inlovinghim we love 
all that he loves, hating all that he hates, 
and make his cause our cause. His laws 
are sacred to us, and we obey them glad- 
ly. Believing that our Creator and Re- 
deemer knows all things, understanding 
our nature and tendències far better than 
we, having wisdom su fiï cient to order 
everything, even our own lives, for the 


best, we submit ourselves to his guidance 
with full confidence in his love, powerand 
righteousness. My Father knows all 
about me. He made me, redeemed me, 
and called me to be his son. I love him, 
and therefore I worship him and obey 
him. 

But God did not care for me alone. He 
cared for others with equal loving kind- 
ness, and he does not cease to care. All 
our environments are matters of concern 
to him. He individualizes the race that 
he may deal with every one personally. 
But his interest is not bounded by indi- 
vidual horizons. The race is alsoa unity 
to him. His promises and providences, 
his daily thought and his constant pur- 
poses are for man. 

This unity is manifested in church, in 
family, in society, in nation, and in Inter- 
national alliance. As individuals, gather- 
ed into his one kingdom, we indicate our 
love and obedience to him by our piety. 
But we have a duty to one another which 
is quite as imperative as our duty to God. 
We love the church, and labor for its in- 
terest because it is precious to him ; we 
love and protect the family, because it 
was ordered and blessed by him ; we love 
and serve the nation, because 

"Kingdoms and thrones to him belong," 
and he blesses the people that receive his 
law. 

Church and State we say are separate, 
and ought to be separate ; but we do not 
mean that the church should begodly and 
the State godless. Wesimplyordain that 
all worship and forms of worship roust be 
voluntary, and not be subject to the regu- 
lation by the body of the people. The 
church is an association of individuals 
bound together by God'sholy ordinances, 
and having direct relations with him. The 
State consists of all individuals, believers 
and unbelievers, and is charged with the 
maintenance of just and equal rights for 
all, the repression of wrongs and crimes, 
and the promotion of honesty and intelli- 
gence, general morality and general pros- 
perity.
